ST. PATRICK'S 
CATHEDRAL GRAMMAR 
SCHOOL 


———— 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES 


The annual distribution of prizes in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral Grammar School, one 
of the oldest schools in the United Kingdom, 
was held last night. The prizes, which 
fflambered between thirty and forty, were 
‘presented by Mrs. Luce, wife of the Kev. Dr. 
cen F.,T.C.D. 

The Dean of St. Patrick's, who presided, 
sa Chairiiian of the Board of Governors, said 
that he was sure there was no school in 
Jreland; or in these islands, for that matter, 
that could boast of a history like that of St. 
Patrick's. He mentioned how greatly the 
Governors valued the work ofythe teaching 
taff, and he particularly mentioned Mr. 
i ¥. Keegan, the headmaster. 

“Mr. H. V. Keegan, B.A., LL.B., head- 
master of the school, said, in his annual 
report, that this was, or shouid be, the 382nd 
annual report of the school. The list of head- 
masters went back to 1555, but the school 
probably. was in existence for several hundred 
yoats before that time. In about the year 
1190 John Comyn, then Archbishop of Dubhn, 
intended that there should be “a college of 
clerks,” who would “ minister instruction to 
the simple.” In St. Patrick’s Schoo! of to-day 
sr were carrying on a tradition of, at least, 
eight. hundred years. 

Sling ‘with the school activities during 
thé “year; he said that average results ha 
been reached, and that their high standard 
had. been maintained. People often failed 
to Feálisé the value of a school like this. It 
did not claim many striking academic. dis- 
tinctions, although some of its mgr had 
attained great brilliance and the highest 
honours in Dublin University and elsewhere. 
The school had a record of which it might 
be, proud, and of the seventy boys who had 
gone out from its doors during the last seven 
years, he knew of only one who had failed 
to gain permanent employment. Dr. Hewson’s 
pupils continued to demonstrate his great 
abifity as a teacher. 

The Headmaster welcomed Mr. O'Connor, 
who had joined the staff as a teacher of 
Irish in the place of Miss Williams. ‘‘ We 
are Yather «proud of .our achievements in 
Irish,” she said, “and Mr. O'Connor has 
demonstrated that success as an Irish teacher 
is nob altogether incompatible with popularity 
—a- distinguished feat where this Cinderella 
of languages ‘is concerned. 

The Dean commented on the fact that 
Dublin - University had recently conferred on 
Dr... Hewson, the organist of the Cathedral, 
the ‘highest: distinction that it could confer 
on one oí his profession by appointing him 
Professor of Music in the University. 

Canon . Leslie Stevenson, of Larne, said 
that the extraordinary ‘value of choir schools 
was seldom realised by educationalists. 

Those on the platform included: The Rev. 
Dr. Luce, the Rev. Dr. Oulton, Regius Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in Dublin University; the 
Rev. J. Atkinson, Dean's Vicar; Mr. F. W. 
Price, K.€.; Dr. G. Hewson, ofganist of the 
Cathedral; Mr. W. Chamney, J.P.;. Mrs. 
Wilson, and Mrs. Hewson. 

A concert was given, after, the prize dis- 
tribution, by the Cathedral choir.

SUICIDE ATTEMPT 


Kelly, according to the evidence, had read 
of the occurrence while he was in VCoatbridge. 
and knew that the police wanted to inter- 
view ham. He could have said that when he 
left Boyle on 11th September Henry was then 
alrve, and that would have been an enormons 
advantage for him to start with. Kelly, when 
arrested coming out of the bank, gave a 
wrong name to the Scottish policeman. They 
had evidence that he attempted to commrt 
suicide at the door of the police station, and 
that when charged with this murder after 
his discharge from hospital he made no 
reply. 

Mr. Maguire referred at length to the 
evidence given in the District Court. and to 
the evidence given at the trml m the Central 
Criminal Court, and the case then proceeded 
on legal arguments regarding the admission 
of evidence.

GRAIN SUPPLIES 


While the final reports on the yield of the 
wheat crop are not yet available, it 1s safe to 
say that it was definitely lower than last 
ear; but the aggregate produce of the crop 

m the increased acreage is not expected to 
fall far short of the quantity estimated, when 
the percentage to be purchased by mullers was 
fixed some months ago. As the average price 
of this season s wheat is, roughly, 4s. per 
barrel higher than the minimum price 
— for wheat bushelling 60lb., the 
ligher average monetary return has gone a 
long way towards recouping the grower for 
the drop in the yield. About 70 per cent. of 
the crop had been sold by the end of Novem- 
ber. 
i The barley crop was almost entirely cleared 
off the market early in November, only verv 
small lots remaining here and there on farmers’ 
hands. ‘The price realised for the great bulk 
of the crop was around 16s. per barrel. 

The yield of the oat crop was variable, but. 
on the whole, below the average Gi recent 
years. In most cases, too, the grain was not 
of so good a colour, and in quite a number 
of districts it was not up to average in 
quality. Comparatively little of the grain 
had come on the market up to the end of the 
month, although the price was well above 
that obtaining last year, averaging from 14s. 
to 15s. 6d. per barrel for white and about ls. 
less for black oats. , 


FLAX AND POTATOES 


The yield of the flax crop was well below 
average, almost 30 per cent. in some cases. 
The quality is variable, some lots containing 
fibre of good quality, others fibre of poor 
quality. Demand for the fibre was good dur 
ing the month at prices ranging from 68s. to 
80s. per cwt. 

Phe great bulk of the potato crop had been 
dug at the close of November, On the aver- 
age the decrease in yield will probably prove 
to be not less than 15 per cent. The quality 
was variable, and there appeared to be a 
bigger percentage of blighted tubers. The

The Chinese Puzzle 


In the welter of Chinese politics only 
one fact emerges at all clearly—the fact 
that Japan is gradually extending her 
control over the country, and is helped 
in her efforts by the weakness and con- 
fusion of Chinese affairs. For the rest, 
the foreigner in search of information 
about China is faced with a bewildering 
list of unfamiliar names, unfamiliar towns 
and conflicting ideals, Thus it is ex- 
tremely hard to learn the significance of 
what is happening at the moment in 
Northern China, and to discover why the 
Government at Nanking has sent 150,000 
troops to the Province of Shensi. The 
immediate reason, of- course, is that 
General Chiang Kai-shek—the “ strong 
man” oí China—has been captured 
by rebels, but the circumstances are 
peculiar, For a long time past Chiang 
Kai-shek has been using his authority to 
build up China, and his efforts have met 
with some success. Knowing that his 
country was too weak to resist the menace 
of Japan, he has been reorganising it 
gradually, preferring to give way to 
Tokyo, when necessary, than to risk 
a conflict before China should be ready 
for one. His task will be long, but it 
may bear fruit in the end—if he lives. 
At the moment his life is in danger. One 
of his plans was the expulsion of Com- 
munists from China, and, in fact, he had 
succeeded in driving them out of the 
southern and south eastern provinces into 
the north. The Communist element has 
concentrated itself in the 
provinces of Shensi and Kanfu, and, as 
it still remained a nuisance, Chiang Kai- 
shek appointed a general to suppress it 
there. That general was Chang Hsueh- 
liang (“the Young Marshal’’), and he 
was not fulfilling his task to the satis- 
faction of the Chinese Government at 
Nanking. Accordingly, Chiang Kai-shek 
dismissed him from the post a few days 
ago, and went to Shensi to dis- 
cover the condition of affairs for himself. 
His first discovery was that his general, so 
far from suppressing the Communists, had 
sided with them, and his second discovery 
was that he was a prisoner in their 
hands. 

The treachery of Chang Hsueh-liang 1s 
not very strange in a country where 
duplicity has been notorious for centuries, 
but there are several other factors which 
may be interesting to note. The Com- 
munists (who seem to be very strong in 
those provinces, judged by the number of 
Government troops which have been sent 
against them) have announced that they 
stand for the liberation of China. Chang 
Hsueh-liang, now so unexpectedly revealed 
as their leader, has stated that the 
Chinese Government under Chiang Kai- 
shek was taking too weak a line with 
Tokyo, and is urging all parts of the 
country to join with his rebels in an im- 
mediate war against Japan. The incredible 
folly of such a plan stands out so clearly 
that it hardly needs to be stressed. Every- 
body in China has had the opportunity by

| this time to see that Japan is not only 


ready, but positively eager, for threats of 
this kind. Since Manchuria was conquered 
Japan's policy has been to extend her grip 
on China on the plea of “ security, ” and 
within recent months the Chinese have 
become so patient that incidents have had 
to be manufactured to serve as a reason- 
able excuse. Now, Japan has been given 
an incident ready-made, and the proposal 
of Chang Hsueh-liang plays directly into 
her hands. She has been given a valid 
reason to bring still more of Northern 
China under her control on the grounds

| opposite effect. The first two involved a 


heavy loss to Japanese trade, and the 
third revealed the surprising fact that 
China, under the wise and cautious poliey 
of Chiang Kai-shek, was beginning te find 
her feet, and to bar the way to Japanese 
expansion. The last reverse infuriated 
Tokyo, and public disappointment found 
its expression in a political crisis. Only a 
revolt in China could save the situation— 
a revolt which would show that China was 
not united, which would, if possible, 
remove the awkward Chiang Kai-shek from 
the scene, and which would give Japan a 
“ real '’ reason for interference. Is it a 
coincidence that such a revolt broke out 
almost within a week? It is at least 
possible that Chang Hsueh-liang was 
bribed to stir up trouble in provinces 
where it was known that trouble was wait- 
ing to be roused; but, whatever the facts 
may be, his revolt is almost providential 
from Japan 's point of view. 


Families in Boxes 


Are the people of Dublin to be ware- 
housed? That is the pregnant question 
set by a writer in the Jrish Builder and 
Engineer. The Corporation has con- 
tracted to build tenements at Fairview, 
which will cost £220 for every room. 
Hundreds of families are to be given homes 
in human warehouses, instead of in 
cottages ; they are to rear children in the 
semi-communal conditions which create a 
mind that other classes are surprised to 
find Communistic in its bent. These 
families will have no gardens worthy of 
the name, little privacy and less peace. 
They will not see green fields save when 
excursions take them through the thicken- 
ing belt of brick and concrete around the 
constricted and over-populated heart of the 
city. They might as well be housed in 
boxes. Yet they could be given cottage 
homes, with gardens, adjacent to green 
country for—will it be believed ?—exactly 
half the cost of the depressing warehouse 
homes that the city fathers consider fit for 
them. A recently completed suburban 
cottage scheme has cost only £110 per 
room. When bad work is done, a saving 
of cost in exiguous times sometimes is the 
excuse. What is the excuse when bad 
work is done, not with a saving, but with 
a loss? There is a hidden hand that 
prevents the well-being of Dublin’s poor. 
It forces multitudes away from cottages to 
tenements ; and it obliges the re-housing 
of the people to proceed at only half the 
speed which the funds available allow. 
Whose is that hand? Who over-rules 
wisdom and destroys health? Who forbids 
the rickety city to grow straight-limbed, 
and the slum mind to be made wholesome 
by the rural air? Who has a vested 
interest in keeping the wretches of the 
dirty tenements imprisoned, but in clean 
tenements, in the same narrow, rent-racked 
area? Can it be some traders, who will 
lose the price of people’s souls and bodies 
if the streets which bring them trade are 
depleted of unhappy folk? These are 
questions which we would like to see 
asked by patriots in the Corporation 
Chamber and in the Dáil. Whatever the 
answer, it cannot shake the case for 
cottages against flats: a case which rests 
on solid grounds of social health, the ex- 
perience of other lands, and economy. 
Perhaps, there is no more weighty 
authority to be cited than the Irish 
Builder, which unites town-planning 
science with the truths of local experience ; 
and this journal calculates that only one 
in ten of the families now housed in the 
slum area is tied to that region by need. 
Granted that flat homes are needed for 
workers who cannot afford, for various 
reasons, to reside at an omnibus run’s 
distance from the city’s centre, some two- 
storey flats such as may be seen in the 
Church street neighbourhood will suffice : 
they can be built on the sites cleared of 
the foul warrens in which human beings 
now swarm. For nine out of ten slum- 
dwellers there is no need whatever to live 
in the city’s heart. ” The lower cost of 
cottage dwellings implies lower rents, and 
the few pence a day needed for omnibus 
journeys will be met easily from this 
saving. Most of the workers, therefore, 
can be transferred from the tenements to 
the rural suburbs with a saving to their 
pockets as well as a gain to their health. 
How long is a contrary policy, fruitful in 
ruin, to be pursued unchecked ? 


Air Raid Dangers 


Since last July a special committee set 
up by the Corporation of London has 
been debating the methods by which 
London should be protected from air raids 
in the war, if any, of the future. The 
Corporation was moved to begin its ex- 
plorations on the advice of the Air Raid 
Precautions Department of the Home 
Office, and now in December it has decided 
that the sub-basement of the Public Health 
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happen that one single statistic is suffi- 
ciently potent to stand by itself, and even 
in its isolation to attract the attention of 
the world. The United States Treasury 
Department has issued such a statistic. 
In 1934 there were 33 millionaires in the 
United States of America. We do not 
mind if there were 4 millionaires in Soviet 
Russia, 12 in Manchukuo, and 24 in 
Czechoslovakia—the three returns mean 
nothing ; but to learn that there were 33 
millionaires in the United States of 
America in the year 1904 is an 
altogether singular discovery. Thirty-three 
millionaires is an awful lot of millionaixes ; 
their total income of £11,555,000 is an 
awful lot of money; but surely to Wall 
street about 4,000 millionaires must have 
been keeping very quiet during the period 
of the census. Why, 35 millionaires only 
would account for the employers of labour 
in the kidnapping, safe-cracking, extortion 
and painless death trades, to say nothing 
of the millionaires who draw a weekly 
envelope for not seeing kidnapping, safe- 
cracking, extortion and painless death. 
With a total already of 100 (approx.) we 
have oil kings, soap kings, soup kings and 
steel kings to come; and even then we 
scarcely have made a beginning. There 
remains the large group of ex-bathing 
belles, ex-boxers and ex-actors who 
receive large sums for their performances 
on the screen. Thirty-three millionaires 
is a clear miscalculation. 


IRELAND AND THE 
MONARCHY

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Everyone knows that Dr. Edmund 

Curtis has written the best history of Ireland 
extant. In his letter about Mr. Norton's 
views, however, my eminent friend performs 
a misrepresentation of history, which his own 
book refutes. He is correct, of course, in 
saying that an English Monarch was 
recognised several times by Ireland, but he 
conceals (i.) the reasons for this, and (ii.) the 
truth, which his own book proves, that 
nothing but disaster ever came of it. He 
ignores, too, the fact that the recognition 
was of a different type in two periods. 
The first period is that before the Reforma- 
tion. The King of England was recognised 
as Lord of Ireland, not as King, in this 
period. This was a feudal Act, which had 
many parallels in pre-Reformation Europe, 
when Christendom was all one Common- 
wealth. If Henry 11. and his successors had 
behaved honourably, this feudal lordship 
might have yielded good fruits, like the 
feudal lordship that made Portugal an inde- 
pendant kingdom. However, Dr. Curtis's 
own book tells how villainously the Lord of 
Ireland betrayed Ireland and how the princes 
of Ireland withdrew their allegiance and 
successively invited a Norse King and a 
Scots King to accept the Lordship. 

Meanwhile, the Franciscan. documents tell 
how the Franciscan and Dominican friars, 
who were native Irish, steadily preached 
against the King of England, though the 

ierarchy of the time, being mainly non- 
Irish, did not take the patriotic side until 
> Reformation brought religious persecu- 
ion. 

With the Parliament of 1541, which wae 
peer ae - a new period begins. The 
lords of reland at that Parliament 
recognised Henry VIII. as King of Ireland 
and head of the Church. Dr. Curtis quotes 
an official report, which says that this was 
received with joy. That official report was 
typically official. In truth, the abominable 
betrayal was received with national execra- 
tion. It had been carried under terror, and 
terror followed it. The lords who had 
betrayed the Faith speedily repudiated their 
act, but it had given the English King his 
first claim to be King of Ireland. How the 
nation felt about it may be seen in the 
famous m, .Fubin fúibh a shluagh 
(“aoidheaí, which lashes one by one the lords 
who had ' betrayed the Son of Mary.” The 
accurate text of this , with translation, 
may be read in ' Gaelic Literature Sur- 
veyed."'It is staggering to find Dr. Curtis 
quote the darkest of all moments in Irish 
history as evidence that our country #elcomed 
the English monarchy. 

The terror which raged in Ireland just after 
the Parliament of 1541 is described in the 
report of two Jesuit Fathers, first disciples 
of St. Ignatius Loyola, who visited Ireland 
at that time, and sought an interview with 
O'Donnell, that great "Prince, Poor Manus 
had acceded to the act of surrender, and he 
was living in such misery that he dared not 
come openly to meet the Fathers. Virtual 
anarchy reigned, under the temporary collapse 
of Irish morale, and the Fathers quitted the 
country in despair. 

After that every Royal house of England 
claiming the Kingship of Ireland was repudi- 
ated, save one. Thus, the Irish lords and 
Churchmen recognised Philip of Spain iv 
rivalry to the detestable Tudor Elizabeth, 
and later, when the Kevolutionary monarchy 
came the bishops and people continued to 
recognise the exiled Stuarts for 50 years, and 
the Hanoverians were resisted. When the 
Stuarts were extinct there was no royal alter- 
native, so the nation rallied to the United 
Irishmen in seeking a Republic, which has 
been the goal of Irish nationalism ever since. 

The Stuarts, it is true, wefe accepted by 
the nation. They were regarded as a (Gaelic 
house, and they bore themselves, after their 
exile, as Gaels. It is true that woe followed

ERR CARL VON OSSIETZKY, the 
4 German pacifist, who was awa 

the ‘Nobel Peace Prize recently, after his 
release from a concentration camp, is 
missing. 
It became known definitely to-day that 
he had left the Berlin hospital in which 
he had been recovering last Monday. 
He has been suffering from lung trouble 
for some time. 
One version of the circumstances of his 
departure is that he asked the doctor in 
charge of Section 13, where he was a 
atient, for permission to leave. The 
octor advised against this, but Herr von 
Ossietzky left. 
The accuracy of this version cannot be 
checked. 
Official circles disclaim any knowledge 
of his whereabouts. He does not appear 
to have gone to any other hospital, and 
it seems hardly likely that he could have 
taken any voluntary journey abroad with- 
about official knowledge. 
It was announced on November 24th 
that Carl von Ossietzky had been awarded 
the Nobel Peace Prize for 1935, amount- 
ing to £8,000. 


A “ TRATTOR” 


The announcement caused a storm of 
indignation among prominent Nazi 
officials, and the German Government 
made a sharp protest in Oslo, Ossietzky 
was described by the official German news 
agency as “a notorious traitor.”’ 

It was reported on December 9th that 
Herr von Ossietzky would not be travelling 
to Oslo for the time being.

TRAWLER MATE SWEPT AWAY 


At the height of Tuesday night’s gale 
William Bird a mate on the Fleetwood 
trawler, Cameo, was washed overboard by 
a wave and lost. The vessel was about 
eight miles east of the Baily Lighthouse, 
near the entrance to Dublin Bay, at the 
time, and was just getting under way to 
run for shelter. She had been trawling 
off the Irish coast throughout the day, and 
it was decided to put into Dun Laoghaire 
Harbour. 

The mate, 43 years old and a native of 
Fleetwood, had been directed, with 
William Acton, the youngest member of 
the crew, to change the fishing lights for 
the regulation sailing lights. The decks 
were under water at the time, and the 
little vessel was being heavily buffetted 
by the waves. With the er of the 
captain, who was on the bridge, all the 
other members of the crew were below 
decks. Bird was seen to go aft, with the 
starboard light in his hand, and Acton, 
on the other side of the deck, with the 
port light. 

No one saw the accident, but the ship's 
| cook, Clarence A. Carpenter, hearing a 
crash on the deck, rushed up to find young 
Acton being rolled around the deck in the 
sea. The boy was almost unconscious, and | 
as he was dragged to the safety of the 
galley he murmured something about the 
mate and the starboard light. The cook 
rushed back to the deck, but there was no 
sign of the other man. The decks had 
been washed clean.

SIR SAMUEL HOARE ON 
ARMAMENTS

“The world interest in the British 
Crown was as though the King of England 
ruled, not a quarter, but the whole, of the 
world,” Sir Samuel Hoare (First Lord of 
the Admiralty) observed in his speech at 
the annual dinner of the National Union 
of Manufacturers last night in London. 

The anxious interest of the world in these 
affairs, he said, was the measure of the 
importance of the British Crown and the 
British Empire. The relief of the world 
when the crisis had been successfully sur- 
mounted was no less the measure of the 
world’s admiration of the common-sense, 
the good nature, and the unity of spirit 
that have once again shown themselves to 
be British characteristics. 

In regard to armaments, he said that the 
longer they could carry their armament 
programme in their normal stride the 
bette it would be for the national finances 
and for British trade in future. The 
Government felt that emergency restric- 
tions were not yet necessary, and would 
do more harm than good. If they were 
then driven to them through increasing 
European danger or through obstacles in 
the defence programme, the need would be 
so obvious that they would have the full 
support of the country, just as they had it 
behind the D.O.R.A. restrictions in the 
war. 

Let us not, he concluded, take extreme 
measures that will inevitably inflict 
damage upon our normal trade and in- 
dustry until those extreme measures are 


inevitably needed.

The latter figure applies to junior 
attendants in the forty-cight-hour houses. 

Workers who are on duty on St. Stephen’s 
Day, St. Patrick's Day, and Easter Mon- 
a | will be paid at the rate of time-and-a- 
aif. 

During the months of June, July and 
August arrangements will be made under 
which each worker will get six Sunday 
afternoons off 

Staff parades a half hour before the 
cinemas open will be replaced by parades 
fifteen minutes before the doors are opened 
to the public.

THE CASE OF MR. 
LAMBERT

The Times in a leading article on the 
report of the Special Board, presided over 
by Sir Josiah Stamp, which was appointed 
on November 11 to inquire into certain 
statements made in the course of the 
recent case, Lambert v. Levita, affecting 
the 
remarks :—It was wholly right to secure 
publication of this report before the House 
of Commons proceeded, as it will this 
evening, to debate the new charter which 
extends and defines the activities and pur- 
poses of the B.B.C. for a further ten 
years. In view of statements made in the 
Mongoose case, and more particularly of 
the unjudicial and sweeping conclusions 
that have been drawn from them in some 
quarters since the case ended, the House 
of Commons would have had reason to feel 
that they were being asked to renew the 
life of an institution without being in 
possession of certain essential] facts bear- 
ing upon its policy, and especially upon 
its treatment of its staff. These have now 
been furnished fully, lucidly and deci- 
sively by the Special Board. The Board’s 
analyisis of the events which were 
partially disclosed in Court brings it to 
certain convincing and discriminating con- 
clusions. Broadly, it may be said that 
Sir Josiah Stamp and his colleagues, 
without finding the B.B.C.—or Mr. 
Lambert either—blameless in every step 
which was taken, dispose completely of the 
suggestion that members of the Corpora- 
tion were consciously exercising unfair 
economic or moral pressure on Mr. 
Lambert to divert him from the exercise 
of his legal rights. 

What is particularly reassuring in the 
report, adds The Times, is that the facts 
and conclusions which it records, and the 
correspondence which it cites in the text 
and in an appendix, lend no colour to the 
allegation that the B.B.C. exerts a 
tyrannical control over its staff. The 
errors which have been brought to light 
in a case full of misunderstandings, and, 
as the report suggests, not without per- 
sonal and temperamental complications, 
nowhere show a dictatorial temper. The 
incident is not more than an incident 
which the Special Board expressly desire 
to see wiped out and forgotten. The 
failures were not unforgivable, and there 
are no large deductions to be drawn. If 
the facts had been as simple as once they 
seemed, they might well have monopolised 
this evening’s debate. As it is, the report 
has cleared the way for a general dis- 
cussion of broadcasting in the new decade, 
which is very much needed. Broadcasting 
will, and must, have its critics. It cannot 
thrive without them. Without them it 
would be working in the dark, but it is 
necessary to distinguish between critics 
and self-seeking busybodies who have 
fastened upon it since it has proved itself 
a unique national success, 

In its fundamental aims the B.B.C. has 
been right. It has gone for the high level 
and not the low level of public taste. It 
has rejected the counsels of imperfection 
which have been pressed upon it, end 
it has conducted itself with a strong sense 
throughout of its responsibility as a 
formative public service, impartially com- 
bining in their right and reasonable pro- 
portions, on the whole, the triple duties 
of entertainment, information and educa. 
tion. Every country has the broadcasting 
it deserves. and the country which has 
deserved the achievements of British 
broadcasting has no reason to be discon- 
tented or ashamed of itself. 

The public does not want the B.B.C. to 
take on the characteristics of a Depart- 
ment of State. It expects the B B.C. to 
be granted the widest independence com- 
patible with a monopoly, and it does not 
want it subjected to day-to-day interfer- 
ence in Parliament.

DOUBTS SUCCESS OF | 
MEDIATION 


Portugal's reply to the Anglo-French 
pro | for mediation in Spain has been 
published in a communiqué issued in 
tasbon. This recognises the humanita- 
rian intentions of the Governments who 
have proposed mediation, but doubts that 
any mediation can be successfully carried 
out. 

The Spanish conflict, it is declared, is 
not a mere political fight between two 
parties, but “ the struggle of civilisation 
against barbarism.” 

Unless one party obtains a complete vic- 
tory over the other, and a strong and 
generous Government is then set up, the 
Portuguese Government is of the opinion 
that there would be only a temporary 
truce, followed by a conflict even worse 
than the present one. 

However, if Portugal finds that both 
parties freely accept the proposed media- 
tion, the Portuguese Government is will- 
ing to co-operate with other countries, 
and to study how to put the suggested 
mediation into effect. 

Portugal, in the meanwhile, expresses 
her complete willingness to co-operate 
with other countries in the humanitarian 
work of assisting the Spanish people of 
both sides, without distinction, by means 
of the supply of medicines, foodstufis, 
and clothing, and the protection of the 
non-fighting members of the country and 
prisoners. 

She also is willing to prepare for the 
protection of members of the party ulti- 
mately defeated, and to help in the work 
of reconstructing Spain after the victory 
of one side or the other, ' even to ensur- 
ing that the victorious Government 
promptly becomes in a position to guar- 
antee justice and peace to all Spamiards.”’

NEW YORK TO BUENOS 
AIRES BY AIR 


An up-to-the-minute map of the world 
showing scheduled aviation lines featured the 
talk of Colonel Edgar 8. Gorrell, President, 
Air Transport Association of America, when 
he addressed the recent general session of the 
National Foreign Trade Convention im 
Chicago. —Air lines are planned everywhere. 
Of the 261,000 miles of lines outside the 
United States, 40,000 are flown by American 
companies. Foreign companies number 104, 
with ships operating under forty-seven 
different flags. 
Colonel Gorrell startled his listeners when 
he forecasted a two and one-half day — 
from New York to Buenos Aires. This will 
be practicable when night flying is deemed 
feasible and safe. He stated also that air 
transport across the Atlantic would soon be 
a reality. The missing link between San 
Francisco and China will soon be supplied. 
Another surprise of the talk was Colonel 
Gorrell’s outline of the variety of services the 
aviation lines are performing. Their carry- 
ing of mails and passengers is well known. 
But their express service uses make them 
valuable to numerous foreign traders, im- 
porters and exporters. The diplomatic mail 
is growing and keeps all countries closely in 
touch with one another. 
to otherwise inaccessible places by ‘planes. 
Medicines are rushed, proving aviation an 
angel of mercy in times of emergencies and 
disaster. 
Praise was given to the United States 
Government for its financial aid in developing 
air transport. The continued need of this 
assistance was emphasised by Colonel Gorrell 
by citing the help foreign competitors get 
from their respective Governments.

60 YEARS’ WORK .ON

D R. JOHN BATCHELOR, Archdeacon of 


Hokkaido, and a missionary in Japan 

for neatly sixty years, has just come 
home to England on furlough for the frst 
time for 28 years. He is 85. He would have 
been home a few months sooner, but he re- 
ceived an invitation from the Emperor of 
Japan to dine with him, and to read him a 
lecture in Japanese on the Archdeacon’s 
favourite subject, the primitive Ainu people 
ó Hokkaido, among whom he has worked 
for so many years, and on whose language, 
customs and folklore he is a great authority. 
He, therefore, postponed his departure, and 
dined with the Emperor on Octaber 9. 

“The Emperor was most gracious,’ Dr. 
Batchelor told a reporter. — “We dined with 
three or four of His Majesty's immediate 
entourage present, and, after dinner, I stood 
before him and read my paper to him while 
he sat at a table and listened and smiled his 
appreciation. It was, of course, very formal, 
and when I had finished I left his presence 
taking three steps backwards, then three 
again and again,” 


DISAPPEARING TONGUE 


Dr. Batchelor has this year been honoured 
with the Third Order of the Sacred Treasure 
and received a decoration for his social ser- 
vices among the Ainu. 

It was Dr. Batchelor who first reduced 
the Ainu language to writing and translated 
the New Testament into Ainu. “Now | 
have an Ainu-Japanese-English dictionary 
waiting to be printed,” he said. 

' “I have been. working on it for 60 years. 
Now that it is finished its value is mainly 
philological, for the Ainu tongue itself is 
practically obsolete. With three million 
Japanese on the island—which is about the 
size of Ireland—and only about 15,000 Ainu 
people, half of whom are half-breeds, all ‘now 
use the Japanese language.”’ 

Forty years ago, when Dr. Batchelor re- 
turned to Japan after a furlough, he took 
back with him six walnuts from a tree in 
Hertford. They have wn splendidly, he 
reports, and he presented one to the Imperial 
Botanical Gardens at Sapporo, 

_ Now they are putting up a portrait in re- 
lief of Dr. Batchelor under that tree, and it 
is to bear an inscription by the Poet Sasaki, 
Japan's official chief poet.

Japaa is far

foreign trade increase, according to R. A, 
May, Vice-president, General Motors Export 
Co., in an address at the recent National 
Foreign Trade Convention at Chicago. Yét, 
there are features of her policies ' hich should 
be changed if she is to hold the gains, expand 
and keep her suppliers as customers. These 
weaknesses are described as:—{l) Acting a 
trifle “too thoroughly” in measures taken to 
foster trade; (2) in selling at prices so low 
that they are not only uneconomic, but pro- 
duce a boomerang effect, and (5) in her 
political influences centring around her mili 
tary conquests and colonisation demands. 

Concerning Japan's economic transforma- 
tion, Mr. May had the following to say :— 
‘* Japan is a modern, highly —industralised 
nation with all modern industrial facilities, 
methods and technique available at hand or 
at close command. Japanese industries not 
only have been developed on a wide 
and highly diversified technical basis; 
they also have been organised according to 
most up-to-date business principles. Banking 
and trade have been equally well developed, 
and, as most of us well know, Japanese trade 
has expanded world-wide with prodigious and 
successiul activity. 

Mr. May pomted out that Japan's foreign 
trade had increased in value 910 per cent. in 
35 years as compared with America’s gain 
of only 96.4 per cent. in the same period, and 
Britain's 42.1 per cent. growth, These figures, 
while based upon fluctuating currencies, 
would be probably more impressive if the 
trades could be measured in weight or by 
physical value. An important feature in the 
development has been Japan's dependence 
upon lorergn raw materials, 

In commentmg on Japan's steadily improv- 


| ing trade development system, Mr. May re- 


marked: “Industry “is not controlled, but 
supervised, by the Major Industry Law, and 
foreign trade‘is being guided by export guild 
organisations and pelicies “which in turn 
operate in conformance with the Export 
Association Law. By co-ordinating industrial 
and foreign trade activities of a steadily 
increasing namber of industrial groups, by 
special research and analysis of all trading 
factors affécting individual territories every- 
where, by regulation of production, price, 
competition, and distribution according to

EXTENSIONS 


In connection with proposed extensions to 
Carlow Mental Hospital, a deputation from 
the Hospital Committee waited on Dr, Ward, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Local Government, yesterday.

PRIVATE LIVES AND 
EX-KING’S BROADCAST 


The Rev. Francis Cole Lowry Hamilton, 
M.A., Canon Emeritus of Chester Cathedral, 
died yesterday, at the age of 67, at his 
residence, Uraigmore, Greystones, County 
Wicklow. Canon Hamilton graduated B.A. 
in University College, Durham, in 1889, and 
went to Wells Theological College in 1895. 
In 1894 he was ordained deacon and became 
Curate of Witton, where he remained until 
1901. He was ordained priest in 1895, and 
in 1904 he was awarded the M.A. degree in 
University College, Durham. He was Rector 
of Northenden from 1901 to 1920, and then 
he became Proctor of the Convocation of 
Chester for a year. He was Rural Dean of 
Bowdon from 1925 to 1927 and Vicar from 
1920 to 1951. From 1915 to 1916 he acted 
as a chaplain to the Forces, and in 1925 
was appointed Honorary Canon of Chester. 
He was made Incumbent of Celbridge in 
1931 and held that position until 1932. He 


became Emeritus Canon of Chester in 1954.

THE SOVIET FAR EAST 


- 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS 


A message of greetiags to Stalin from the 
Sixth Extraordinary Congress of Soviets of 
the Far Eastery territory refers to the pro- 
gress made in the territory during the last 
few years, mentioning the en. of the 
second track of the great Soviet railway con- 
necting the Far East wich the centre of the 
U.8.8.R. Altogether over 2,300 miles of 
railway were laid in the Far East during the 
last few years. 

The Soviet Far East now has its own 
gasoline and kerosene, produced by the new 
cracking plant at Khabarovsk. New plants, 
electric power stations and mines have been 
built and old ones reconstructed. The Soviet 
Far East is rich in cee), timber and fish. 
New mineral resources are discovered in the 
territory every year. The ceal output has in- 
creaséd from 628,000 ton< in 1 to five 
million tons this year. A; a result of the 
mechanisation introduced into the timber in- 
dustry, 11,630,000 cubic metres of timber 
have been produced this year, as compared 
with 3,050, in 1925. The fisheries have 
been enriched with a mechanised fleet, a flotilla 
of whalers, floating canneries and trawlers. 
The fishing industry has turned out 
515,000 tons of fish products this year, as 
against 62,600 tons in 1925. Factories in the 
Far East now produce sugm, biscuits and 
butter. 

The aggregate industrial output has in- 
creased m 62 million roubles in 19235 to 
750; million roubles this year. The cities in 
the Far East—Khabarovsk, Vladivostok, ' 
Petropaviovsk, etc.—are growing and becom- 
ing industrialised. Khabarovsk in 1910 was 
an unim ant city, possessing some twenty 
handicraft auchdiiien which ae or out goods 
to the value of £06,000 roubles a year. To- 
day it is a a ae cent 
“BEAN og o . produces goods fo 
he value of 100 million roubles a year. A 
sum of 415 million roubles has been invested 
in the industries of Khabarovsk during the

CAN THE PUBLIC BE 
PROTECTED? 


A warning against too much Government 
control in any steps that may be taken 
following the inquiry into the activities of 
share-pushers, is voiced by the Stock 
Exchange (acette. . 

“The last thing that any Stock Exchange 
would ever desire would be the exercise of 
supervision from Whitehall,’’ says the paper. 
" A charter cr the recognition of a monopoly 
implies disabilities that cut across the free- 
dom of markets, and in these days it is 
exceedingly difficult to maintain a monopoly. 
The tighter the net is drawn the more likely 
it is to split. At the moment the experience 
of business is that already Whitehall has too 
much to say in practical affairs, and less 
control, rather than more, is desirable. But 
there is a eifference between legitimate busi- 
ness, which can find its own ways, and 
fraudu‘ont misrepresentations which rob the 
unwary. 

'“ At times it would be difficult to draw 
a line between ‘share-pushing’ and ‘ intro- 
duction’ of shares. It is permissible to 
point out that at the outset. the mines of the 
Witwatersrand, which have poured millions 
of gold into the shareholders’ laps, were a 
wila gamble. Care must always be taken to 
avoid the strangulation of legitimate, but 
speculative, enterprise at its birth simply 
because it is speculative, and there is a 
serious danger that, if share transactions are 
to be too closely surrounded by rules and 
regulations, not only will freedom of markets 
be lost, but the adventurous spirit, which is 
he mainspring of progress, will be stifled. 
" After all, what is really necessary is that 
the investigating and speculating public 
desirous of being in stocks and shares should 
be guided into the hands of responsible 
firms, and thus easily drawn away from the 
enticement of tricksters. The question is 
how to bring the uninitiated investor and 
speculator into direct contact with the Stock 


Exchange. '

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THE NEW CHINA -

BECOMING A STRONG 
NATIONAL POWER 


- 


The vast. provinces of China are being 
welded together into a strong national power. 
Whereas, five years ago, only five provinces 
were under the control of the central Govern- 
ment, there are now twelve. This ex- 
ceedingly important point was brought out 
in an address on “‘'‘The New China” by 
George ©. Scott, President of the United 
States Steel Products Company at the 
American-Chinese session of the National 
Foreign ‘Trade Convention in Chicago, on 
Thursday afternoon. Such great faith and 
confidence in America’s ideals are held by the 
Chinese that the trade between the two 
countries is fimoly entrenched, and will 


expand as the economic and political plans ' 


develop China. 

Mr. Scott pointed out that China is under- 
going an intellectual renaissance and 
modernisation. It is growing in national con- 
sciousness and thus overcoming an internal 


weakness that has been holding it back, 
Education is . being fostered by the 
Chinese. Many of its students are sent 


abroad annually, those coming to the United 
States being greater in number than to any 
other country, Agriculture is being pushed 
so that not only will China’s: own needs for 
foods be met by her own production, but she 
will have an export surplus 

Industrially, she is making strides, Mr. 
Scott says, for “there has been in the last 
year a gradual, but continuous, expansion of 
private capita! investment in industrial under- 
takings, while attesting the transition from 
handicraft and cottage industries to mechani- 
cal industry is the fact that there are to-day 
more cities under construction in China than 
ever before.”’ 

After covering, briefly, developments with 
regard to transportations, communications, 
Government. finances, Mr, Scott emphasised 
China’« needs for foreign products as follows : 

‘China having thus determined to des 
velop, with the gradual unfolding of her pro- 
gramme of reconstruction, her needs for 
foreign products and manufactures will mul- 
tiply and her foreign trade will grow. But 
China lacks adequate capital and she needs 
help—financial help, ‘The auestion of how to 
assist her, however, is a problem wher her 
credit in this country is in such an unfavour- 
able position. We are informed, however, 
that recent loans have been fairly well met 
and that Cliinese Government officials have a 
genuine desire to consider past indebtedness. 
Of course, European nations have assisted 
directly by use of the Boxer Indemnity 
Funds, by which Great Britain as well as 
Italy bave aided in the construction of rail- 
roads. Recent reports indicate that tha 
Netherlands Boxer Fund is being used for 
a modern sewage and drainage system, and 
only a few weeks ago it was reported that 
England would extend a substantial credit 
to China. Germany, France and Belgium 
have all supplied credit, or are working with 
Chma on proposed projects.”’ 


18,000 MILES ON BICYCLES 
a 


The five Ukrainian cyclists, who set out 
last February for a run round the frontiers of 
the U.8.8.R. reached Novosibirsk a few days 
ago, after having covered a distance of 18.000 
miles. At Krasnoyarsk they adapted their 
bicycles for running on the rails of the trunk 
ra'lway. The entire distance is about 21,000 
miles, and the cyclists have had to go through 
some very difficult parts of the country—the 
taiga of Yakutia and the rocky banks of the 
Lena River.

The Tangier police have arrested three 
Spaniards in a motor car at a frontier post 
in connection with the kidnapping, on No- 
vember 6, of Anotnio Ortiz, a Spaniard, who 
was interpreter of Arabic at the Tangier 
Franco-Spanish Bureau.
